On the 
block also lived one of the Wal- 
Peles, a son of the great prime 
minister, Sir Robert Walpole, 
and a brother of Horace Wal- 
pole. In the dresmaking estab- 
lishment was a seamstress of pe- 
culiar beauty.

These daughters inherited 
their mother’s great beauty and 
the Walpole wit. Notwithstand- 
ing their origin, the Walpole in- 
fluence in that intensely aristo- 
cratic age secured for them a 
position in--society, ard one of 
them married Earl Waldegrave.
